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Smith Wows Huge Library Crowd 


Judging from the crowd 
who turned out to hear Jack 
Smith at last Thursday eve¬ 
ning’s Jameson Sierra Madre 
Room open house at the lib¬ 
rary, there couldn’t have been 
more than five people left 
at home in Sierra Madre. 

And Jack Smith didn’t dis¬ 
appoint them. Half of the 
time people were laughing 
from the previous droll state¬ 
ment when the next one was 
uttered. He was, as usuual, 
witty and entertaining. 

Smith went into his familiar 
paragraph about his up¬ 
bringing of summers spent at 
Shatter Library where Aunt 
Effie was librarian. "Shatter 
is nowhere unless you care 
about potatoes.’’ 

He went on “Many Satur¬ 
day mornings were spent in 
the library. Aunt Effie would 
go home to water her flowers 
while Cousin Annabell and I 
would stay at the library. 
And Cousin Donald was the 
one who played the piano for 
the movies. In those days of 
silent pictures actors really 
knew how to die. Cousin 
Donald would get through 
the whole piano role of 
‘Nearer My God to Thee’ 
while someone was dying,’’ 
Smith cracked. 

And as usual, Smith denies 
all true writing ability and ex¬ 
plained that he was first hired 
as a general assignment re¬ 
porter by the L.A. Times. 
And added, “a general as¬ 
signment reporter is one who 


knows less and less about 
more and more.” 

Then he became a colum¬ 
nist “who doesn’t have to 
know anything.” 

Smith also denied knowing 
anything about birds and ex¬ 
plained, “Fact is, 1 know 
nothing about birds. I have 
an Airedale. I knowing noth¬ 
ing more about birds than 
one can ever get having an 
Airdale.” 

It’s his own fault people 
think he’s an ornithologist 
he said. During the spring 
years ago, a bird flew over 
his Mt. Washington home 
and, remembering that his 
English textbook cautioned 
him to be specific more than 
general, he decided to choose 
“grackle” in disclosing the 
type of bird that flew over 
his home. 

“What kind was it really? 
I didn’t know. Just to be 
specific I wrote that a grackle 
flew over. I received many 
letters, one from the Audu¬ 
bon Society. They explained 
that no grackle has ever been 
seen west of the Mississippi. 

“I decided to stonewall it. 1 
printed their letter and asked 
the society who’s to say a 
grackle couldn’t fly over the 
Mississippi River.” 

Smith explained that it was 
a standoff for a few months, 
then he wrote another column 
saying he’d seen another 
grackle. “The Audubon So¬ 
ciety would be more likely 
to believe two grackles than 
one. They countered by in-

viting me to a banquet. And 
at the banquet they told me 
that if a grackle is ever seen, 
it will be named after me.” 

He said he offends groups 
he doesn’t even know exist 
and offered the Asphalt So¬ 
ciety as one of them. 

“After Funk and W agnail 
printed the list of the 10 most 
beautiful words in the Eng¬ 
lish language, I decided to 
choose the 10 ugliest words. 
Why not? I chose words like 
belch, crabgrass and asphalt. 
The Asphalt Society presi¬ 
dent wrote me saying asphalt 
had paved America which I 
thought was all too true . . . 
1 decided to write a poem 
about asphalt and it goes 
like this: ‘An Arab on a 
donkey fell in a well. Was it 
the Arab’s or the asphalt?’ 


Smith also reported that in 
his column he sometimes 
chose words to include swear 
words since in today’s society 
they seem to be used more 
and more. So taking modern 
society by the horns he des¬ 
cribed someone’s usage of a 
specific set of swear words, 
expecting someone to take 
offense. 

And she diAt- And called 
over a hot telephone wire the 
next morning. “I don’t like 
your using !*- on the printed 
page,” she exploded. 

He explained that those 
words, were direct 

quotations. 

She countered saying she 
didn’t like to hear !*- used 
on the phone either. And

oqjthe phone «lher.” 

He heard nothing more 
either from the angry woman 
or from his boss. 

Chairman Paul Clifton was 
introduced at last week’s 
meeting as well as Sylvia 
Bolle, treasurer, and mem¬ 
bers Stan Hutchinson, Betty 
Ryder and Marie Hartley. 
Fred Wesley was architect/ 
contractor of the Jameson 
Sierra Madre Room Group. 


Charles Martin, city at 
torney, said Tuesday after¬ 
noon that the next two Mon¬ 
days of negotiations between 
teleprompter Cable TV and 
the city of Sierra Madre 
should tell the tale about 
whether or not the company 
will continue to operate here. 

“If there’s still no indica¬ 
tion after that time (that 
they mean business), if the 
red light goes on, the train is 
off the track and I’ll say 
‘See you in court.’ If the 
the green light is on meaning 
negotiations are complete or 
nearly complete by then, we 
will have our franchise,” 
Martin explained. 

“We now have the right 
parties in the right place. 
Now we have W'estinghouse’s 
attention. Three weeks are 
lost but we’re still negotia¬ 
ting. The past year has been 
pointless. But we’re finally 
talking to someone with 
clout. It took a 2 by 4 but 
we finally got their attention 
and that’s a start. Before that 
New York was saying ‘Who 


is Sierra Madre?’ 

Martin is negotiator work¬ 
ing with Pat Bresnan, South¬ 
ern California district man¬ 
ager for Teleprompter, Jeff 
Marderosian, attorney repre¬ 
senting the East Coast-based 
media company, and the 
Sierra Madre City Advisory 
Committee. 

Louis Briskman, associate 
general counsel of Tele¬ 
prompter located in New 
York, was present at Mon¬ 
day evening’s negotiating 
session. 

Of that meeting Bresnan 
said he thought it was “very 
constructive.” 

“The only way to build 
credibility with the commit¬ 
tee is to perform. I don’t 
think I impressed them (the 
advisory committee) much. 
One thing they did to me last 
night is get my atttention. 
I’ve been district manager 
for only three months and 1 
feel it’s never too late (to 
get the job done). I think the 
commission is taking a ‘wait 
and see’ attitude towards me 


. . . I’m reticent about stat¬ 
ing any specifics because from 
now on when I make a state¬ 
ment I want it to happen. 
It’s a terrible situation that 
should never have existed.” 

Jim Ryder, chairman of 
the advisory committee, said 
Tuesday, “I was disappoint¬ 
ed (in Monday evening’s 
negotiating meeting). I ex¬ 
pected them to come loaded, 
that they would have read 
;he franshisc, resolution or 
ordinance. I didn’t have the 
feeling they’d done their 
homework. They have to 
produce or the citizens and 
the study committee will force 
a public hearing. If there was 
a public hearing now the city 
would say ‘Throw Tele¬ 
prompter out’.” 

When asked how long it 
would be before the city has 
good reception, Bresnan an¬ 
swered the News: “I would 
say within seven to eight days 
the new system will be con¬ 
siderably better.”

Chamber Christmas Plans Go Forward 


Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce board members 
formulated more Christmas 
plans for the community at 
Tuesday morning’s meeting. 

Tentative plans call for a 
contest for the best Christ¬ 
mas decorations for all mer¬ 
chants and also those having 
services in the city, 
the city. 

Street decorations from 
earlier years will be washed 
for renewal, each merchant 


will be responsible for light¬ 
ing his own windows, and 
live trees will be placed in 
pots located in front of near¬ 
ly every merchant in down¬ 
town Sierra Madre. 

Half-barrels will be pur¬ 
chased from Ward’s at $4 
each and live Christmas trees 
will cost $18 each. Since ap¬ 
proximately 30 of those 
Christmas trees will be need¬ 
ed for the community, mer¬ 
chants are being asked to buy 


the trees. 

Gordon Baker Lloyd is in 
charge of the tree and barrel 
purchases and Hugh Camp¬ 
bell will spearhead getting 
city decorations up on the 
poles around town. 

Board members will be 
canvassing the city to urge 
merchants to purchase trees, 
and the merchants will be 
responsible for the tree de¬ 
corations. 

Campbell suggested that 


barrels be delivered to the 
city yards where they will be 
painted and filled with gravel 
in preparation for the trees. 

With the Christmas preview 
slated for Dec. 4, all of those 
decoration projects should 
be completed by Thanks¬ 
giving week. Lloyd, Camp¬ 
bell, Betty Jackson and Jan 
Reed will pull all Christ¬ 
mas plans together to make 
sure everything is completed 
on time.

The status of the current 
negotiations with Tele¬ 
prompter regarding its future 
in Sierra Madre continues to 
occupy the attention of the 
Sierra Madre City Council. 

At its meeting Tuesday 
night, the council heard a 
member of its cable TV ad¬ 
visory committee, Jim Haas, 
describe the meetings with 
the Teleprompter officials as 
“more of the same thing.” 

Haas said the most recent 
meeting held Monday even¬ 
ing between city representa¬ 
tives and Teleprompter offi¬ 
cials did not give him “a 
warm feeling.” 

That meeting saw City At¬ 
torney Charles Martin, City 
Administrator James McRea 
and members of the city’s 
advisory committee meet 
with both local legal counsel 
for Teleprompter as well as 
its assistant general counsel 
out of New York and the 
cable company’s designated 


negotiator, Patrick Bresnan. 

Haas said the committee 
had attempted to determine 
what authority Bresnan real¬ 
ly has to bind his company 
and a time table when Sierra 
Madre residents can expect 
“good 12-channel reception.” 

But he characterized Bres- 
nan’s responses to specific 
questions raised by commit¬ 
tee members as “not clear” 
and not “straight forward.” 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph 
raised the possibility of the 
city’s cable franchise negoti¬ 
ators some specific guidelines 
for the next scheduled meet¬ 
ing on Nov. 16, stating “I 
don’t want this to go on for 
another month.” 

Councilman Tom Edwards 
responded saying he saw no 
need for more guidelines at 
this time. Said Edwards, “Let 
the committee and the city 
attorney handle it.” 

Before moving on to other 
matters the council heard Ed 


Cutler raise questions re¬ 
garding the safety and the 
cost to the home owners of 
the equipment being sug¬ 
gested for use as the result 
of the recent repairs Tele¬ 
prompter has made to its 
cable system. 

Calling the convertor of¬ 
fered by the cable company a 
“Transformer,” Cutler said 
it runs 24 hours a day 
whether the TV set is on or 
off. He likened it to a gas 
yard light that runs both day 
and night. 

He also claimed the 
“transformer” is a “Fire 
hazard” because it is always 
on. 

The West Alegria resident 
concluded by saying, “The 
picture in my area is of very 
poor quality and hard on 
your eyes.” 

The council held four pub¬ 
lic hearings during the course 
of its regular semi-monthly

"Although it is a longer drive for 
me to save at San Marino Savings, I 
figure that I actually save time be¬ 
cause I don’t have to stand in line 
and the service is so fast,” says re¬ 
tired Los Angeles City Civil Engineer, 
Walter L. Couchman.

At the same time he was building 
his home he was also going to night 
school at DSC, and working full time 
as a civil engineer. He and his wife 
were also raising their three children. 
“I would work on the house anytime I 
could, vacations, nights and week¬ 
ends.” 

Couchman has been an active 
member of his community, serving 
on the Planning Commission and 
Goals Commission, as well as parti¬ 
cipating in Little League and Boy 
Scouts. “It was a busy time,” he says, 
“but as I look back on It, it was a lot 
of fun.” 

As busy as he still is, Couchman 
says he appreciates the long and 
convenient hours at San Marino 
Savings.

meeting. 

It approved participation 
in the Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant Program 
for the three-year period 
commencing July 1,1982. 

Mary Kohler, a Rancho 
Road resident and a Los 
Angeles County employee 
connected with the county’s 
Department of Community 
Development advised the 
council that should the city 
not elect to participate in the 
program now, it would not 
have the opportunity to do 
so for another three years. 

She noted that Sierra Ma- 
dre would be entitled to near¬ 
ly $100,000 over the next 
three years for use in funding 
projects eligible under the 
block grant program. 

Dick Hartley, member of 
the Senior Commission, 
identified some of those eli¬ 
gible projects as providing 
safety and security systems 
for the senior citizens and 
subsidized interest loans for 
senior citizens for rehabilita¬ 
tion and repair of their 
homes. 

The appeal of Edna 
Stephenson from the action 
of the Planning Commission 
in denying her request to the 
property she owns on Au¬ 
burn Lane into two lots was 
denied on a council vote of 
4 to 1. Mayor Pro tern Car¬ 
lyle Griffin was the lone sup¬ 
porter at this second hearing 
of her appeal. 

When the matter was con¬ 
sidered two weeks ago, Grif¬ 
fin and Edwards had voted 
to overturn the Planning 
Commission action in deny¬ 
ing her request for the lot 
split, and Councilmen Clem 
Bartolai and Charles Corp 
voted to sustain the com¬ 
mission’s action. (Mayor Ru¬ 
dolph was absent at that 


meeting). Because of the tie 
vote, the appeal was renoticed 
as a public hearing so that it 
could be considered by the 
entire council. At the Tues¬ 
day night meeting, Bruce Crow 
presented to the council a 
petition signed by 18 neigh¬ 
bors opposing the Stephen¬ 
son request. 

The request of Evergreen- 
Devco, Inc., to construct a 
10 -unit condominium adja¬ 
cent to the Sierra Madre Uni¬ 
ted Methodist Church was 
unanimously approved after 
James Tanner, president of 
the church’s Board of Trus¬ 
tees, and more than a do.:en 
other persons attending the 
hearing signified their sup¬ 
port of the project. 

The final public hearing 
amounted to a perfunctory 
approval of a one-year ex¬ 
tension of a parcel map de¬ 
signed to create four single¬ 
family residential lots on 
Brookside Lane in the can¬ 
yon. 

Many of the items on the 
council’s long agenda dealt 
with various uses of the city 
yards. 

It awarded a bid to con¬ 
struct a 10-foot block wall 
along the southern perimeter 
of the yards to the low bid¬ 
der, Lang Miller Construc¬ 
tion Co. 

It accepted, from the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Rose Float Associa¬ 
tion, the donation of the new 
building for use in construc¬ 
ting the association’s Rose 
Parade floats. 

It designated a site for us« 
by the Sierra Madre Environ¬ 
mental Action Council. Lori 
Cooper, representing SMEAC, 
told the council members she 
hoped the new site could be 
in operation by January 1. 

It heard a status report of 


the new city building recently 
erected at the city yards and 
approved proceeding with 
plans and specifications for 
some concrete paving in the 
city-owned property. 

And it authorized a new 
roof for the Central Plant 
Reservdir while authorizing 
City Engineer Tom Kirk to 
pursue plans to develop a 
permanent underground 
water by-pass system. 

Plans to resurface a por¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard moved along their pres¬ 
cribed course. 

The council instructed Kirk 
to approve and send on to 
the county’s Road Depart¬ 
ment plans for improving 
the boulevard between Lima 
and Michillinda. 

Meeting as the Community 
Redevelopment Agency, the 
elected officials heard the 
city administrator report on 
the latest current negotia¬ 
tions regarding the “old” 
city hall. 

McRea said a meeting is 
scheduled Nov. 16 or 17 
between City Attorney Mar¬ 
tin and Fritz Aherne, a San 
Diego contractor who is de¬ 
veloping a proposal to ac¬ 
quire the city building. 

McRea said he anticipates 
the first draft of the Dis¬ 
position and Development 
Agreement for the former 
city hall will be presented 
to the agency at its next 
meeting, Nov. 24. 

At its study session, the 
council heard of plans to re¬ 
pave the driveway adjacent 
to the city library from lib¬ 
rarian Mary Tumilty and 
Earl Morris, a member of 
the library’s board of trus¬ 
tees.
